Trnn Buffalo Courier contains a report of tbe 
first semi-annual meeting of the Erie County 
Woman Huflragc Association, beld last week iD 
that city. The meeting sum called to order 
by the President, Miss E K. Baker, and after 
the minntes of tbe previous meeting bad been 
read and approved, the President delivered one 
of tbe moat interesting addresses that has 
emanated from a source so quiet and private, in 
a long time. Buffalo need hardly import advo 
cates and champions for the woman cause with 
tbe like of Mis* Baker constantly among them. 
Nor sbonld she be willing to limit her sphere 
of operations to Buffalo, nor yet to Erie County. 
The truths she uttered in her address, should 
be beard all through western New York. Per- 
haps she does diverge far and wide, if not, she 
should. Sentiments like the following are not 
to be lost on her own aingle, city though Buf- 
falo were bigger than Babylon : 

Feeling bow just, how fraught with good to 
all humanity, will h« the triumph of tbe cause 
in which we work, we enter upon our second 
year with cheerful hearts and high hopes. 
Were our labors suspended to-day, we should 
feci that our organization had not existed in 
vain. But its permanency will lie measured 
only by the flying wheel of progress We are 
enlisted for the whole war. and not till New 
York has followed the example of Wyoming 
ran ie* xua/wrui our exertiona. Meanwhile, how 
has this idea for which we stand combined, 
progressed in the greot world about ns ? It ha« 
been s year of unusual activity. With such 
rapid strides has the movement gone on that 
it seems impossible to keep pace with it One 
can scarcely take up s paper that does not re 
cord some achievement of woman in avenue* 
hitherto unexplored bv her, or peihafi* some 
college hak repealed the ordinance by which ita 
benefit* were conferred upon men alone; or auf- 
rage has l wen yielded. Every pro'aeatnn is in a 
state of siege. As physician*, women are no 
longer a subject of wonder ; nany are becom- 
ing ministers, some lawyers.

I would therefore call upon Congress to 
take all the means tfithin their constitutional 
power to promote and encourage popular edu- 
cation throughout the country, at.d upon the 
people everywhere to see to it that all who pos- 
sess and exercise political rights shall have the 
opportunity to acquire the knowledge which 
will make their share in the government a bless- 
ing and not a danger, fly such means only can 
the benefits contemplated by tbi* amendment 
to the Constitution lie secured.

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MEETING OF NEW TORE CJTT AND 
COUNT T SUFFRAGE ASSOCIATION. 


Tub regular monthly meeting wm held at 
Cooper Institute, Room No. 34, on Friday after- 
noon last In the abaenoe of the President 
Mrs. Wilbour. the Vice-President Dr. B T. 
Halleck, took the chair. 

Mrs. Crosby, Bee re tar y, read a letter from the 
President expressing her kindly interest and 
mentioning the fact that Mrs. P. W. Dane had 
given a very successful lectnre in Jacksonville, 
Flonda, the first on the subject of Woman Suf- 
frage ever given in that Stale. 

A resolution of sympathy with Dr. Busan R 
Smith, of Philadelphia, in her resistance to tax- 
ation, was adopted. 

Delegates were then appointed to the anni 
versary of the National Woman Huffra"e Asso- 
ciation, to be held in May next. Tory *were 
Meadamea Tucker, Bruick, Thompson, Halleck, 
HI earns, Poole, and Mia- Clara Norris. 

Miss Mary F. Davis, of New Jersey, was then 
invited to address the meeting. Btre said that 
men and women in their progress tnrou^h l»fe 
are always admitted to be interested in all mat- 
ters jointly, except political questions, which, 
after all, affect them both eq tally. One argu- 
ment urged against giving women the ballot is 
that they will not use it ; but she maintained 
thit the man who always voted conscientiously 
was the best citizen, and so it would be with 
women.; and as they had generally a good moral ! 
sense they would be apt to do their doty in this 
respect as in others. A great deal had been said 
against allowing women to ait on juries . but 
where women coaid go. and musl go, as crimi- 
nals snd witnesses, it was most certainly their 
right and their duty to go as jurors, and even 
judges. 

Dr. HaMeck said one very curious fact elicited 
by the present agitation was, that men. from 
their remarks on the subject, one would think, 
regarded women as some new and wonderful hi- 
ped* recently descended upon the planet, rather 
than ons-balf the human race who always bad 
existed side by side with men. He then com- 
mented on the mixture of conceit and audacity 
which prompted a variety of young women, bnt 
little out of their teens, to come before the pub- 
lie and attempt lo controvert the arguments 
In favor of the ballot which had been so ably 
presented by women whom these girls had not 
the intellectual ability even to comprehend. 

Mrs. Blake said it was painful to her to see 
statements in |Mtpers opposed to this movement 
that when women could vote, marriage* would 
be less happy than at present, when it is gener- 
ally admitted that women ohaerved the Minority 
of the marriage tie better than men, and it was
